He returned on Friday 
night, arriving in Newcastic about II o'clock 
at night. He went vp-stairs to the ‘*‘star’s’’ 
sitting-room, which was occupied by his 


} wife, but he found she*was not there, and he 


had waited ten minutes or a quarter of an 
hourinthe hotel when she came up-stairs 
into the room from the theater along with 
Lord Lonsdale. Mr. Debensande then made 
his way into the room and took his seat in an 
arm chair. Lord Lonsdale went toward a 
writing-desk, and a few minutes aiterward 
came to where complainant was sitting in 
the arm-chair, and without saying one word 
took hold of him by the collar and threw bim 
very heavily out of the room. His client fell 
and washurt. Hewent afterward and made 
a compisint"t a witness, whom he would 
call, and then he returned up-stairs. He be- 
lieved he was allowed to have a short inter- 
view with his wife, and soon after Lord Lons- 
dale committed another assault by shaking 
complainant violently by the collar. He aleo 
charged that Lonsdale had previousiy as- 
sauited him. 

The usual order of things was reversed in 
this case, as the husband was tearful and 
hysterical while the wife was cool and 
calm. The husband deciared that he 
hea surprised the couple in the room. 
Miss Cameron Gefenced her noble manager 
and declared that she had supported Debens- 
ande, and that he threatened to sheotand stop 
her. K 

The Aldermen decided that a case of assault 
bad been made out and apologetically 
fined his lordship forty shillings with the 
alternative of going to the House of Correction 
for a month. 

LORD LONSDALE’S VERSION. 

A cablegram gives the following version of 
the affairs from Lord Lonsdale:

A WILD WEST TRAGEDY. 


Two Men Killed by the Man Whose Ranch 
They Jumped. 

DENVER, Colo., August 17.—An Aspen spe- 
cial to the News: A double assassination was 
committed near this place yesterday evening. 
Jan Fenton had jumped the ranch of Harry 
Burrows, thirteen miles from here, and em- 
ployed Michael Ryan to work for him, and 
yesterday morning they began cutting hay. 
Burrows warned the men not to cut bay as 
he would not permit them to finish work. 
Fenton laughed at Burrows who turned and 


went away. Inabout an hour, Fenton and 
tyan, who had continued their work, were 
shot in the back, the former through the 
spine and abdomen. Before dying the men 
made ante-mortem statement, ciaiming that 
Burrows and Doc White did the killing. 
White has been arrested. At last account 
Burrows was still at large with vigilantes in 
pursuit, who will probably lynch him if they 
succeed in effecting his capture. 


YOUNG YANKED IN, 


A Physician Fined and Jailed for Antago- 
nizing a Reunion. 


Fr. WAYNE, Ind., August 17.—Quite a ripple 
of excitement bas been caused here by Judge 
Sinclair of the Superior Court fining Dr. J. W. 
Young, a prominent physician of this city, $25 
yesterday and sentencing him to ten days in 
jail for contempt of court. Young has been 
antagonizing the committee of the Tri-State 
Veteran Association regarding the approach- 
ing reunion to be held here. Extensive ad- 
vertising has been done by the committee, 


and Young has distributed throughout 
Northern Ohio and Indiana dodg- 
ers, claiming, as an official of the 


association, that there will be no reunſon, ana 
that the prominent generals and others ad- 
vertised to bein attendance would not come. 
The committee, through the Superior Court, 
had a restraining order issued which was 
ignored by Young, and this caused the fine 
and sentence. The committee also circulated 
posters advertising Young as a forger, con- 
vict and fraud, for which Young has com- 
menced suit for criminal libel. The reunies 
will be over before Young’s term expires.

Lina Davidson, a young man, who is sup- 
posed to be demented, was the cause of con- 
siderable disturbance last night inthe neigh- 
borhood of Clark avenue and Leflingwell.

Delegates to the Democratic Conven- 
tion Arriving in the City. 


The Candidates Also on the Ground 
Canvassing Their Strength. 


Estimates Made by the Candidates for the 
Supreme Judgeship—MoGrew Reported 
in the Lead for Railroad Commissioner 
--Ex-Gov. Phelps Suggested for Tem- 
porary Chairman—Rotunda Gossip. 


There is sufficient high grade Democratic 
statesmanship floating around loose at the 
down town hotels to-day with which to start 
a whole nation of solons. The arrivals 
of delegates this morning were very 
heavy. All of the twenty or thirty 
candidates for Railroad Commissioner, the 
four candidates for Supreme Judge and three 
candidates for Superintendent of Public In- 
struction are on the ground, and have opened 
headquarters after the good old Democratic 
fashion at the leading hotels. 

The interest of the convention centers in the 
Supreme Judgeship contest. Thethree lead- 
ing candidates, Judge Henry, Judge Martin 
and Theo. Brace have all published 
estimates of their strength and in each case 
the particular candidate has claimed 
something like 100 in excess of the number 
allowed him by his opponents. At present 
even those best posted on the situation are all 
at sea as to the probable outcome. The 


impression is rapidly gaining ground 
that Judge Brace is much stronger than 
was at first supposed, and in the combinations 
formed around the hoteis to-day his chances 
were generally adinitted to bethe best. Next 
to Brace Martin appears to be a big favorite 


with the talking delegates; but it 
must be remembered that Henry's 
large St. Louis vote is not very 


well represented in the hotel conversations, 
which fact places the Judge somewhat ata 
disadvantage. 

To a PosT-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
Judge Henry said: ‘‘Since yesterday I have 
gained the vote of Greene County, which is 
about the only important change 
that [know of. I have reliable information to 
the effect that Platt, Buchanan and several of 
the big northwestern counties will also come 
to me eventually. With regard to my chances 
of success all that I can say is that 
I place my trust in Providence aud the 
good sense of the people of the State of Mis- 
souri. Ever since 1 announced myself a 
candidate Ihave had a presentiment that I 
would be successful. Of course that is some- 
thing which I cannot very well explain, but I 
have a strong feeling that way nevertheless

on you by Henry Ewing in the Jefferson City 
Tribune?’’

Blair 
wants to wagereven money that Martin will 
come within fifty votes of the nomination on 
the first ballot. Ed. Silver, who heads the 


Cole county delegation, is equally as confident 
in his assertions regarding Martin's 
strength. In fact, all of the Mar- 
tin men parade around with an 


air of confidence, which speaks volumes for 
their ‘‘inside information,’’ and which 
freightens the friends of the rival candidates 
not a little.

thinks that the habit, common to candidates, 
of estimating their chances in a manner very 
favorable to themselves prevails ina greatly 
exaggerated form among the candidates who 
will come before the convention. The old 
Blaine motto of ‘‘claim everything’’ appears 
to be the guide of a majority of the gentlemen 
inthe race. The Judge is of the opinion that 
on the distribution of votes the convention 
has a number of unpleasant surprises in store 
for them all.

There is a disparity between the price for Sep- 
tember an that for October which 
would seem to indicate a short inter- 
est, but it is claimed that the clique is shipping 
large quantities to foreign markets ostensi- 
bly in fillinga foreign demand, but really on 
consignment. A leading firm of brokers cabled 
to the other side on Saturday not to be in a 
hurry to buy, as they would get all the lard 
they wanted on consignment.’’——G. K. Clark, 
Jr., New York, wired Cole Bros.: London 
steady; Continent buying forward futures, 
Liverpool 1 to 1½ pence dearer. Antwerp 
firm; weather unseasonable. Paris firm, 
erop reports unfavorable.’’——New York’s re- 
port on the visible supply shows an increase 
of 1,714,000 buin wheat, 1,268,000 bu in corn 
and 620,000 bu in oats.——The mistake Chicago 
discovered in her report was made in the g- 
ures of her own stock in store. As this mis- 
take was also telegraphed New York, the lat- 
ter’s report undoubtedly contains 
the samg error and should be 430, 
000 bu less than the figures given. 
Imports into the United Kingdom of flour 
and wheat last week were equal to 2,097,500 bu, 
against 3,600,000 bu the week before.——The last 
week's imports of flour and wheat added tothe 
deliveries of home-grown wheat for some 
time were 843,000 bu smaller than the 
estimated weekly consumption of the 
United Kingdom, so that their supplies 
wer increased that muckh.—Duluth 
wired Fath-Ewald: ‘‘Fourteen grain carriers 
in harbor. Every one chartered for me. 
The only loading to-day 20,000 bu wheat 
on regular boat. A large fleet on 
lakes bound here nearly all chartered 
tor ore. Looks as though ore men had made 
a grand scoop of tonnage. Indications 
are receipts will increase instead of 
decrease, as heretofore. Freights here 
about li&c over Chicago with storage 
there ec less, making the difference in freight 
and storage 1%c against us. The situation 
here in itself is of no great 
strength, as we will follow other markets.“ 
It is stated that in September fully 750,000 
bu corn will be delivered in this market on 
contracts.—Late yesterday sixteen more 
loads wheat were taken in New 
York for export, but to-day up to 1 
o’clock only fifteen loads, but this falling off 
was said to be due to the stiffness with which 
cash was held.——The first castor beans of the 
season came in to-day to the R. B. Brown Oil 
Company. 

Wheat is undeniably in a good, strong posi- 
tion, and to a disinterested observer there re- 
ally seems to be but one side to work on, and 
that is the bull side. The English cables 
that came in this morning were 
the best that have been received 
for a long time past. They reported a good 
demand of 1@3d advance, with strong markets, 
The weather in England was cold, wet and 
unfavorable, which read badly coming 
on top the Mark Lane Ex- 
press’ review for last week. That paper 
stated, ‘‘Unsettled weather has retarded har- 
vesting, which will now be very late. Wheat 
has rusted and mildewed to an extent greatly 
affecting the quality, and every- 
thing oints to a deficient wheat 
crop. english wheat is firmer and 
prices are against buyers.’’ Yesterday it 
quoted English wheat 1 shilling and foreign 
wheat 6d dearer. That Europe wants our 
wheat is shown by the late heavy 
export, purcbases made at the Atlan- 
tic ports, and this morning’s bids 
from the Continent were lc higher than yes- 
terday, while cables from all the markets on 
the other side heard from were strong. 
Exports last week from the Atlantico 
seaboard of flour and wheat were 
equal to 3,354,100 bu, against 2.587, 900 on the 
week before, which also attests how excel- 
lent this European demand is, This 
news from e’er the Bea caused 
a scramble to buy in the markets of this 
country that advanced them early in the 
morning. The home market sold up e, and 
had pretty free buyers. Receipts here were 
smaller and considerably less than to-day 
a year ago. The feeling was bullish, 
some of the old-time bears having turned 
to the long side. A decline in Chicago, 
where their leading traders—Cudahy, Ream 
et al.—are largely short and trying their 
best to hold the market down, weak- 
ened prices here a little, but recovered stiffly 
on the smaller imports into the United King- 
dom. Late came another relapse, the report 
on export purchases not coming up to 
the trade’s expectations, and the close 
was the same as yesterday’s. August 
sold early at 78580 and at close 
worth 78u e; September at 800 to 70886, 
closing at latter; October at 820 to 
SIM, closing at 81%c; November at 8888 to 
883 ½ o; May at 9395 to 938gc.

Tux Irish National League begins its 
convention in Chicago to-day. It isa 
meeting that will be watched with interest 
by the civilized world because it is pro- 
posed to formulate a definite plan of 
action for the Irish everywhere in con- 
ducting the great etruggle for the larger 
freedom and better government of Ire- 
land. United action will prepare the way 
for definite results and final triumph. At 
present there are two hostile factions in 
the National League. One of these, led 
and inspired by Patrick Forp, ‘ERTY 
and other extremists, favors the desperate 
policy of revenge and \dynalnite. 
The opportunist element, which

the views of PARNELL and MICHAEL Dav- 
ITT, seeks to confine the inherited strug- 
gle for Irish rights within the bounds of 
constitutional agitation and lawful pro- 
cedure. It is clear to the unbiased mind 
that the latter course is the only one that 
promises substantial results. A policy in- 
spired and directed by the sentiment of 
revenge is too much like madness to ad- 
yance the cause of an oppressed people. 
It will be the work of the Chicago conven- 
tion to choose between these two policies 
and to secure more united action for the 
future. The cause of Ireland is also the 
cause of the millions of Irish people scat- 
tered over the face of the earth: and they 
will abate no effort in the work of active 
help and sympatby till the great struggle 
is crowned with success. 


CONVENTION AND CONSTITUTION. 

The Democratic press has had so much 
to say for and against the submission of a 
Prohibition amendment to the people 
that some expression on the subject is, of 
course, to be expected from the Demo- 
cratic State Convention. 

It is, therefore, in order to suggest that 
there are two points on which the con- 
vention should define its policy with 
reference to the State Constitution, to- 
wit: (1) The right of the people to be 
afforded opportunities for amending that 
Constitution by adding to or taking from 
its provisions, and (2) the right of the 
people to have that Constitution enforced 
as adopted by the people, especially all 
of the twenty-four sections of article 12, 
in regard to corporations. 

For ten years we have seen the most 
important sections of that article not only 
evaded but openly and defiantly violated 
by the railroads, and if either State offl- 
cers or Legislature ever made any 
attempt to enforce obedience, such 
attempt failed too conspicuously to 
be considered a serious or bona 
fide effort. The convention will stultify 
itself if it mentions any proposed amend- 
ment or mentions the Constitution at all, 
and bas nothing to say about enforcing its 
notoriously evaded and violated mandates. 
It matters not what the Constitution is, 
or what else is done to it, if its provisions 
can be suspended or nullified by Mr. 
GOULD or by any aggregation of money or 
influence. 

Astothe Prohibition amendment, the 
arguments against its adoption are so nu- 
merous and so strong that wo expect from 
the convention a practically unanimous 
declaration against such adoption. But 
the danger arising from this very 
unanimity is that the convention will in- 
dorse the arguments against adoption as 
equally valid against submission, which 
will be a manifest departure from the old- 
fashioned Democratic doctrines and from 
the time-honored Democratic. policy of 
trusting the people. On this point we 
commend to the convention the following 
explanation given by ex-United States 
Senator WILLIAM A. WALLACE, one of the 
most distinguished Democratic leaders, in 
regard to his vote in favor of submitting 
a Prohibition amendment to the people of 
Pennsylvania: 

Yes, I did so, and as a Democrat I thought I 
could do nothing else, for whenever a portion 
of the voters of a free State, respectable in 
numbers and character, ask their representa- 
tives tosubmitto them any question purely 
administrative for adoption or rejection asa 
part of the organic law it is the duty of their 
representatives to give them the right to vote 
upon it. At the polls, however, as an individ- 
ual citizen I would have voted ‘‘No,’’ for, as 
I have already said, Ido not believe in sump- 
tuary laws. I do not belleve that Prohibition 
will prohibit, and Ithink that the Democracy 


should declare against sumptuary laws and 
for a license system. 

As to enforcing the XIIth Article of our 
Constitution, which is identical with the 
XVIIth Article of Pennsylvania’s Consti- 
tution, we submit also the following as 
part of the advice given by Senator W AL- 
Lack to the Pennsylvania Democrats: 

One of the most important of those now agi- 
tating the people of the State is the question of 
railroad control, and those affecting discrim- 
ination by them. In the sessions of the State 
Legislature of 1883 and 1885 I made an unequiv- 
ocal record upon the subject of enforcing by 
appropriate legislation the provisions of Arti- 
cle XVII. of the Constitution, by introducing 
bills affecting them, and speaking and voting 
in their favor. The Democracy should boldly 
assert its defense of those provisions, and 
charge the Republican party with the neglect 
of its plain duty on that subject. 


Senator WALLACE is a railroad owner 
and a railroad President, but he does not 
believe that there is a railroad provision 
of the Constitutions of Missouri and Penn- 
sylvania which ought not to be enforced, 
or which would not benefit both the people 
and the railroads if enforced or obeyed in 
good faith. 

Ir is rumored at Washington that sev- 
eral prominent Republicans, who were 
formerly goverument officials, but who 
are now private citizens, have been cor- 
responding with the Mexican government 
for the purpose of retarding a settlement 
of the Cutting case. It was announced in 
the telegrams a few days ago that Mr. 
BLAINE had ordered a large collection of 
documents bearing on this case. It is 
hoped that the chronological order of these 
two reports has no special significance, 
and that the Plumed Knight has not been 
engaging in such naughty correspondence. 
He should remember that the Mexicans 
have never achieved distinction as letter- 
burners.

George Moore 
Jr., has inherited his father’s estar 
in the West of Ireland, which, like 
those of his neighbors, are mortgaged ior 
more than they are worth. His reulistic novel 
A Modern Lover,“ attracted favorable 10 
tice from the London critics. Another of pis 
works, ‘‘A Mummer’s Wife,’ has gone througy 
six editions and has been translated into 
French. The letters to the Figaro are writes 
in English and rendered into French 
by M. Ralabe, the ‘translator ot 
an excellent edition of the poet Shelley, whicy 
has just appeared in the Paris book-shops. 
We promise,’’ says the Figaro editor, 
that these letters will not resemble anything 
that has ever before appeared in the French 
Press, and the installments that have already 
appeared bear out the announcement.

RISKY WORK, 


THE NUMEROUS ACCIDENTS OCCURRING ON 
NEW YORK’S NEW AQUEDUCT. 


One Hundred and Fifty Men Injured in 


Fourteen Months by Falling Rock, Pre- 
mature Explosions, Etc.—Carelessness of 
Employes and Contractors—Exacting Fees 
for Medical Treatment—A Big Sum Wrung 


from the Laborers. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 


NEw Tonk. August 17.—Among the official 


records at the office of the Aqueduct Commis- 
sion are reports from the engineer of con- 


struction and the division engineers to Chiet 
Engineer B. 8. Church, showing that in the 


interval between May |, 1885, and July 22, 1886, 


152 persons have been injured along the line of 


the aqueduct. Of these filty-two were 
either killed outright or died shortly 


after receiving injuries. How many 
of them survived their injuries for a 
te days only to die later on, is a matter of 


conjecture. In addition tothe above tunfort- 


crushing of a finger or hand and similarly 


painful wounds, and which compelled 
the sufferer to apply for surgical or 
médical treatment. Physicians who have 
treated patients of this class estimate the 


number from four hundred to seven hundred. 
Of all the accidents which have so far occurred, 


nearly every one may be classified under one 


of three heads, viz., accidents resulting from 


the fall of loose rocks and stones; accidents 


in which the injuries were reccived from the 
holsting and hauling of machinery, and acci- 
dents resulting either directly or indirectly 
from premature or otherwise careless 


blasting. Ot the first class of 


accidents, some are inevitable, as no 


skillcan always detect an unsound mass of 


rock if it be large enouch to give out a proper 
sound when struck, but a perusal of the 
official reports shows several instances in 
which dangerous points were neither prompt- 
ly or properly r by timbers. The 
second class includes a number of serious 
and even fatal accidents in which the hoist- 
ing apparatus has either fallen or broken in 
consequence of the 
IN EFFICIENOY OR CARELESSNESS 

on the part of the engineers and criminal neg- 
lect on the part of the bosses to repair delec- 


tive apparatus. In the last class there are 
frequent cases where biasts were fixed before 
all the men had leit the heading, or where the 


men attempted to load and fire an old hole in 
which an exploded charge remained. Again, 
the cases in which asphyxia and similar 


troubies have resulted from the men going 


down the shaft before the bad air, generated 
by the explosion, had passed away, bave in- 


variably been caused by the bosses ordering 
the men down the shaft too soon, rather than 
by any extreme precipitancy of the men 


in returningto work. The workmen them- 


selves are Dy no means blameless for many of 
the accidents which have occurred in the 
shafts and tunnels ofthe aqueduct. Several 
accidents caused by falling rock and rubbish 
have been attributyble to the workmen who 
have rashly ventured into places which they 
kuew were unsafe. In reference to the cas- 
ualties taking place in the hoisting cages and 
buckets, they have likewise been in error, as 
they have  persistentiy violated the 
rules of the contractors and en-

In the early part of last April Dr. Lewis 
Balch, — oe A and James T. Gardener, 
neer of the State Board of 

Health, in pursuance of the State Senate’s 
orders, made a thorough investigation of the 
aqueduct’s methods as regarded tne safety of 
the workmen. They made an exhaustive re- 
port and also presented a tabulated statement 
of accidents. This report showed that more 
accidents bad happened in the shafts worked 
by Brown, Howard & Co. than in those 
worked by all the other contractors put 
together. The committce passed no censure 
on the above firm for this fact, but itis, to say 
the least, significant that ail the other con- 
tractors use electricity for lighting their shafts 
and tunneis while Brown, Howard &Co. use 
only gasoline lamps. Persons familiar with 
the building of the aqueduct say that elec- 
tricity is far preferable for lighting purposes 
as it enables the men to see any danger before 
them and does not poison the air with carbonic 
acid as does gasoline. Assistant Engineer 
Church said yesterday that he had written to 
Brown, Howard Co., urging them 
to use electric lights in their shafts, but they 
failed to comply. At present about 4,000 men 
are employed in the aqueduct. Each of these 
men is assessed 50 cents per month by the con- 
tractors for medical expenses. other

The beauty of the lower or middle classes 
need not aspire in vain. The mother of 
he King’s eldest and favorite son, the 
most powerful man in Persia, was the 
daughter of a miller, who caught the 
Shah’s eye while washing clothes at the 
brookside. Many a poor and handsome 
girl is wedded without portion for her 
beauty’s sake. 

The young wife does not immediately 
assume the responsibilities of her position. 
Carefully tended asa bride for the first 
year of her wedded life, she willingly re- 
mains under the tutelage of her mother- 
in-law, ifshe haveone, or if she be the 
daughter of a widowed mother usually 
accompanies her to her new establish- 
ment. Mothers-in-law have a bettertime 
in Persia than in some other countries. 
There they are regarded as the natural 
ardians of the inexperienced bride, and 
the proper care-takers of the young 
mother and ber infant offspring. 
From the mother-in-law are learned 
the arts of housekeeping. Under her 
eyes all purchases are made from the 
huckster or female peddler, for a visit to 
the bazaar by a young wife before she has 
blessed her husband with children would 
be considered a scandalamong the upper, 
middle, or tradesman class. Only among 
the very poor or the villagers does the 
young wife, save on ceremonial occa- 
sions, leave the shadow of her husband’s 
roof-tree during the first year of her mar- 
riage. 

But the first year of wifehood has passed 
away,and relatives and friends have been 
summoned to celebrate the happy birth of 
asonor daughter. If the former, then 
indeed is the position of the wife a happy 
one. She receives the congratulations of 
her friends and acquaintances and holds 
high festival. Her husband dignifies her 
by the title of Mother of Hassan” or 
whatever the little one’s name may be, 
and from that ed her own name is no 
longer used. If she is only blessed with a 
daughter, still she is not cursed with 
sterility—that terror of the Oriental 
woman—and she may hope that heaven 
may yet bless her with a son. 
Consulted in all matters, the Persian 
wife is her husband’s trusted confidant 
and counsellor. “But she is veiled, the 
poor thing, closely veiled!” exclaims the 
pitying English woman. Yes, she is 
veiled. And loath would she be to part 
with what she looks on as a distinction and 
a privilege. To her the veil is the badge 
1 and the token of respecta- 
bility. 

And has she any accomplishments, any 
education; oris she merely the mother of 
the children? These questions are easily 
answered. Many of the Persian middle- 
class women are highly educated accord- 
ing to Oriental ideas. They read and 
often write poetry: they sing and play, 4s 
a rule, well, and are mistresses of 
all the ants of plain and fancy 
needlework; cooking is a second nature to 
them; pastry making and confectionery 
areamong their pleasures. The accom- 
plishments of the poor ones are naturally 
of a more useful kind. They are good 
cooks and bread bakers; they make the 
clothes of theentire household; they often 
are able to add largely to the daily income 
by their knowledge of some business oF 
trade, and none of them are idle.

THE AFGHAN ROW. 


4 SERIOUS HITCH BETWEEN THE ENGLISH 
AND RUSSIAN COMMISSIONS. 


The English Commission Recalled—Probable 
Resumption of the Controversy—A Com- 
plicated Point The Matter Considered at 
a Cabinet Council — Lord Randolph 
churchill's Irish Scheme—Nilsson’s Mar- 
riage to Take Place in September — For- 
eign News.

Lowpor, August 17.—A fresh Russian sensa- 
tion has been caused here this morning by the 
somewhat abruptly worded announcement in 
the Standard, in leaded type, that it has been 
determined to recall the English commission 
engaged in the delimitation of the Afghan 

frontier, at the earliest possible date. In a

THE IRISH PARTY. 


Probable Obstruction in Parliament—Mrs. 
Mackay’s Brilliant Ball. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, Augast 17.—The session which be- 
gins on Thursday will neither be so quiet nor 
so short as was at one time expected. The 
Irish party is going to give some trouble. It 
may be all very well for English politicians to 
discourage obstruction, but Parnell and his 
friends do not see mattersin that light. The 
convention at Chicago will be followed by a 
fresh appeal for American money. 
Experience has proved that unless 
the Irish party do something to harass and 
worry thetyrant, money is not forthcoming. 
A brisk bout of obstruction at Westminster, a 
few flaming speeches against the Government, 
denunciations of Lord Salisbury and of Lord 
Randolph Churchill as Orangemen and coer- 
cionista will produce a fine effect in America. 
The Prime Minister is for the time 
to be the recipient of all the abusive 
and denunciatory epithets which for three or 
four years were flung at Mr. Gladstone. That 
the meeting of Parliament will, however, be 
used by the Irish party for strictly business 
purposes as quite probable. The Speaker 
andthe chairman of committees will have to 
adopt drastic measures in order to get busi- 
ness through. It will be found, I believe, on 
Thursday next that Lords Salisbury and 
Churchill will speak ina tone of mingled con- 
ciliation and firmness. They will avoid, as far 
as possible, anything which will stir up bitter 
ness and will endeavor to allay rather than 
exasperate party animosities. One question 
they will declare themseives on with the utmost 
distinctness. They wiil tell Messrs. Gladstone 
and Parnell that they will be no parties to any 
seheme impairing the legislative union be- 
tween Great Britain and Ireland. They cannot

dut they will announce their intention ot deal- 


ing with the subject of local government on 
very comprehensive principles, both in Ire- 
land and England. That will comprise land 
reform, local government reform, registration 
and other measures of a practical and mod- 
erate character. 

Ihearthat in the debate on the. address, 
some of Gladstone’s supporters intend to 
direct attention to Churchill's election ad- 
dresses. Their object isto force him to offer 
something of an apology, but there is not the 
slightest chance that he will do anything of 
the kind. Old members await with much in 
terest the first encounter between Gladstone 
and Churchill in their new positions. The 
statement that Churchill has drawn up a 
scheme dealing with the question of Irish gov- 
ernment is, of course, absurd. 
The framing of such a measure 
will lie with Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, but this 
Government has not yet approached the ques- 
tion in detail and will not do so until Novem- 
ber. The great majority of Liberals are anx- 
ious that the session should close as soon as 
possible. But for the Irish party the House 
would be up the first week of September. 
While Parnell and his friends will do what 
theycanto add a fortnight to the session, 
some of the best of his men are not available.

THE ANARCHISTS. 


Capt. Black, Chief Counsel forthe Defense, 
Begins His Argument. 


CuicaGco, August 17.—This is the fiftieth day 
of the anarchist trial and Capt. Black, the 
leading counse! for the defense, began the clos- 
ing plea for the prisoners. Capt. Black began 
his argument 28 soon as the jury were seated. 
He said: ‘‘May it please the Court 
and gentlemen of the jury,on the morn- 
ing of May 5, 188, the good people 
of Chicago wege startied at the event which 
happened at the Haymarket. Fear is the 
mother of cruelty, and perhaps that will 
account in some measure for the bitterness 
with which the State has prosecuted this case. 


The serious question which confronts 
us, however, is to what extent you, 
gentlemen, in your deliberations 
may be influenced by passion 


or prejudice. On the night of May4a dyna- 
mite bomb was thrown at the Haymarket inthis 
city and exploded. It caused widespread 
havoc and loss of human life. But the moral 
responsibility for dynamite does not rest upon 
the Socialists. This explosive was given to 
the world by science. We might well stand 
appalied at the dread results this 
terrible agent is capable of producing.’’ 
Capt. Black reiterated that dynamite, so far 
as the origin of its manufacture was con- 
cerned, hud no connection at all with the 
doctrines of Socialism, and he laid down this 
to be rule of law the jury should followin 
their deliberations: When a man is 
charged, or sought to be charged, with 
a crime, as in this case, ad oe must show 
who threw the bomb—who did the deed—and 
must showthat these defendants were con- 
nected directly with the guilty man. He then 
proceeded to enli hten the jury that the St-te 
mistook their functions aitovether. The

Because those 
detendants plotted against the State, they 
were revolution ts, it was said, but that was 
not true. There could be no revolution, 
though, except when the heart of the people 
rose to redress some great wrong. Continuing, 
the counsel gave a scientific account of 
dynamite and the experiments with it as an 
avency of modern warfare. Then he declared 
that dynamite was in the world to stay, and 
that these defendants were in no wise respon- 
ble for it.

ARRAIGNED ANARCHISTS 


THE TRIAL OF THE CHICAGO REVOLUTION- 
ISTS DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 


History of the Plot as Given from the Wit- 
ness Stand—An Organized Plan to Over- 
turn the Established Government by the 
Use of Dynamite—-A Summary of the 
Evidence—Conviction Expected. 


Unique, un-American, unexampled, 1s the 
trial now going on before Judge Garyin Chi- 
cago. Eight Anarchists, Nihilists, Socialists, 
or whatever you may pleaseto call them, are 
before a jury on the most heinous charge 
which the judicial annals of our country re- 
cord. The crime of which this trial is the out- 
come has already taken its place as the most 
sensational in the recent history of America. 
On May4abomb was thrown among a squad 
of Chicago policemen, ata riotous meeting ia 
the Haymarket, and seven brave men paid the 
penalty of death for performing their duty. 
This deed was committed, not in Russia, not 
in a country where centuries of tyranny have 
turned to stone the hearts of men, but in a 
land where freedom is the very corner-stone 
of the social structure. 

The trial began on Monday, June 21, 1886. 
The defendants, held for conspiracy and mur- 
der, are August Spies, Michael Schwab, Sam- 
uel Fielden, Albert R. Parsons, Adolph Fischer, 
Geo. Engel, Louis Lingg and Oscar W. Neebe. 
On the morning that the trial opened only 
seven of theeight were before the court as 
prisoners. The trial began drAmatically. For 
weeks the detectives had been searching for 
Albert R. Parsons, the rabid anarchist, who 
possesses a dark-featured, hot-tongued, hard- 
hearted wife. Every exertion had been made 
to find him, but without avail. On Monday 
afternoon Parsons deliberately walked into 
court, to the astonishment of all concerned 
and to the dismay of the detectives. Un- 
kempt, unshaven and soiled, he looked as 
though he might have been toying with 
dynamite bombs for weeks. 

DI¥FICULTY IN SELECTING A JURY. 

Then began a search for jurors that is al- 
most unparalleled. The defendants were 
well represented by counsel, whose policy 
was to obstruct the trial by every device in 
their power. Atthe end ofthe first week 209 
men had been examined and only four jurors 
were drawn. All sorts of difficulties were en- 
countered in finding competent men, one 
source ofthe trouble being that honest men 
hate anarchy and Anarchists as they detest 
the works ofthe devil. Some were too igno- 
rant to serve; others too wise; others too 
strongly prejudiced. On Wednesday, June 
30, the fifth man was added to the jury. 
The defense meanwhile had been laying their 
plans to make the trial last all summer. 
The defendants had put on a bold front and 


apparently were light-hearted and defiant. 
The gallows seemed to play no part in their 
imaginings. They appeared in court day after 
day with copies of the Arbeiter Zeitung and 
other Anarchist papers in their hands, with 
flowers in their coats and with sardonic smiles 
on their more or less unpleasant faces. On 
the eleventh dav of the trial the counsel for 
the defence sprung a trap whereby they hoped 
to pack the jury in the interests of their 
clients. Their assertion was that the prose- 
cution was entitled to only twenty peremptory 
challenges. If this point had not been over- 
ruled the jury might at present be much better 
disposed towarus the Anarchists than can now 
be possible. 

At the end of fifteen days 633 talesmen had 
been examined and only seven jurors were 
chosen. All sorts of men had been repre- 
sented during the course of the examinations. 
Millionaires and paupers, ignoramuses and 
scholars, had been alike rejected on technical 
grounds. At the end of seventeen days 725 
men had been examined and eight jurors were 
chosen. The public began to weary of the 
monotonous course of the trial. The jurors 
first drawn were worn out witb waiting. On 
Thursday, July 15, the last juror was im- 

anelled. Nine hundred and eighty-one men 

ad been examined before twelve ‘‘peers of 
the defendants’’ were found to satisfy both 
the prosecution and defense. 0 


SEEKING TO MAKE ANARCHY THERRULE. 

State Attorney Grinnell relieved the tedium 
which had settled on the court for weeks by 
recounting the details of the massacre of May 
4 in a speech of an hour and a balf's duration. 
He said: ‘‘For the first time in the history of 
the country the State has on trial men who 
have endeavored to make anarchy the rule, 
and 1 hope it will be the last.“ The State 
would show, he said, that the men on trial 
had been engaged in a . to throw 
the city into a condition of revolution. It 
would prove that the men on trial had taken 

art in the details of this conspiracy, that 


hey had armed in secret, had open- 
ly advised workingmen and others 
to commit acts of lawlessness, that 


the manufacture of deadly bombs could 
be proved against them, that one of their num- 
ber, Lingg, was known to have made such 
weapons and had given one to the man who 
threw the fatal shell on the night of May 4. 
The chief count against the men on trial; he 
said, was murder; that they had all encouraged 
the —— of the bomb and that they were 
allresponsible for the destruction which en- 
sued. The speech made a strong impression 
on all who heard it. The eight 2 — lost 
before its conclusion the jeering manner they 

ad assumed at the beginning of the trial and 
for the first time seemed to realize the serious- 
ness of the position in which they stood. 

Attorney Salomon, of the defense, rose as 
Mr. Grinnell ceased speaking and announced 
that he would make no opening argument. 

AN UPRISING LONG CONTEMPLATED. 

Asthe trial proceeded, and the evidence 
oftered by the prosecution grew more sensa- 
tional, the court grew crowded daily with men 
and women, some of whom were friends or 
relatives of the men in the prisoner’s dock. 
The prosecution presented an overwhelmin ly 
— case. Theodore Fricke, superin- 
endent of the Arbeiter Zeitung, was an im- 
portant witness. He identified the manuscript 
of the ‘‘Revenge’’ circular and other incen- 
diary articles as being in the handwriting of 
August Spies, and gave other important evi- 
dence of the connection of Spies, Parsons 
Fielden, Fischer, Schwab and Neebe with 
the cireulation of incendiary docu- 
ments or speeches. The testimony 
of various witnesses as to the Anarchical tend- 
encies of the speeches, writings and conver- 
sation of the prisoners was clearly presented 
and was unshaken by the defense. All the 
testimony went to show that an uprising of a 
revolutionary nature had been planned for 
3 1, or some neighboring date. 

itness after witness described the scenes 

which took piace on May 4. Once ina while 
the lurid horror of the testimony would be re- 
lieved by some ghastly combination of circum- 
stances 9 in testimony as horrible 
as any ever would seen laughabie to 
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acrowd gradually becoming accustomed to 
details of death and destruction. The testi- 
mony of Oflicer Shane regarding the Moor- 
mick riot had the following question and 
answer: 

‘‘How many did you find killed or 
wounded?’’ 

Only one—and that was from an operation 
performed by Dr. Hobbs.’’ 

Laughter' is bracketea after the last word 
and it brings out in strgnger colors the horrors 
of the trial. 

Among the most interesting features of the 
testimony offered by the prosecution were the 
lurid editorials inthe Arbeiter Zeitung. The 
efforts of that paper to stir up workingmen to 
lawlessness are well shown by an editorial in 
the issue of May 4. 

To arms! To arms] If you do not defend 
yourselves you will be torn in pieces and 
round by the animal’steeth. The new yoke 
which awaits you in case of cowardly retreat 
is heavier still and harder than the yoke of 
slavery as it exists now. All the powers hos- 
tileto the workingman have made common 
cause. They recognize their common inter- 
est. In such days as ours everything else 
must be subordinated to this one thought. 
How can the thieving capitalists, together 
— their hired murderers, be made harm- 

oss?“ 
A PANIC IN COURT. 

On Wednesday, July 21, testimony of a char- 
acter which was more sensational than pleas- 
ant stirred up a commotion in the court. The 
trial opened that morning with William Seliger 
on the stand. Seliger isa German who does 
not speak English. He was the man who kept 
the Louse in which Lingg was arrested, and In 
which the bombs were manufactured. The 
Chicago Times of July 22 says: 

Attorney Ingham walked up to the witness 
with a huge pipe boinb, witb a fuse projecting 
from one end, and asked: ‘Look at the bomb 
which I now show you.’ 

Ihe Court sprang forward on the bencb and 
wanted to know, inan excited voice, whether 
or not the bomb was loaded. His Honor 
was informed that it was a genuine 
bomb, dynamite, cap, fuse andall. Mean- 
while Mr. Ingham stood close to the jury, ona 
line between the witness and the Court, hold- 
ing the deadly weapon in his right hand. It 
wus a piece of gas-pipe, eight inches long and 
about two inches in diameter, filled with dyna- 
mite. The tuse projecting from one end seemed 
to invite the fatal match, and as electric lights 
were burning strongly but a few feet above it, 
the situation was considered dangerous. 

The Court thought that if the bomb should 
be accidentally dropped it might explode in 
court with disastrous results, and suggested 
that all shells should be eimptied of their deadly 
contents before they were brought info court. 

The jurymen became considerably, excited 
at the presence of the bombs, and one of them, 
Mr. Hamilton, near to whose face it was held, 
rose partly from his seat, as if about to es- 
cape, and expressed his desire to have ‘that 
thing taken out.’ The ladies sitting on either 
side of the Judge did not seem to be much 
afraid of the bomb, and smiled naively at the 
great anxiety of the Court to have it removed, 
while at the other end of the room Mrs. Par- 
sons induiged in a hearty laugh, as though she 
were well acquainted with the nature of dyna- 
mite bombs, and considered them harmiess in 
the lawyer’s hands. 

“The Court denounced the levity displayed by 
the audience, and said that if any one present 
saw anything tolaugh at to go out of the 
room. 

“It was agreed between the Courtand counsel 
on both sides that Capt. Bonfield should take 
the bombs outand unload them somewhere 
down at the lake and reproduce them in court 
after the noon recess. he Captain informed 
the Court that he could take them into the 
ante-room and unload them in five minutes, 
but His Honor did not wish the ante-room 

ut to any such use, It was in too close prox- 
mity to the audience. Sothe Captain took 
the bombs away, according to the judicial 
mandate.’’ 

ANARCHISTS AS WALKING ARSENALS. 
Seliger’s testimony was damning. He not 
only described the manufacture of dynamite 
bombs in detail, but told howa trunkful of 
loaded bombs was taken from his house to be 
used against the police, how he (seliger), 
Lingg and others had carried bombs around 
in their pockets with the intention of throw- 
ing them into police stations and patrol 
wagons, and his startling testimony was fully 
<r by his wife when called tothe 
stand. | 
The continuation of the trial on Thursday, 
July 22, greatly strengthened the case for the 
prosecution. The Chicago Times of the 23d 
says: 
**Yesterday’s evidence was particularly hard 
on Parsons, and advanced that individual to 
an equal place with any of his co-conspira- 
tors. It also enlarged the proof of the mani- 
fest guilt of Fielden and Spies. The attorneys 
for the defense are recognizing the danger of 
their clients, and are fighting hard to break 
down the testimony of witnesses brought for- 
ward by the State. The prisoners themseives 
are becoming more and more anxious, watch- 
ing the jurymen as the evidence rolls in 
against them with excited solicitude, while 
both Judge and jury seem to feel the serious 
importance of their positions.“ 
Reporters, detectives and police officials 
were examined and the defense found it 
practically impossible to shake the strength of 
their testimony. Their clients had been so 
loud-mouthed in their nefarious plots that 
witnesses against them were numerous and 
well primed with undeniable tacts, 
SPIES LIGHTS THE FUSE. t 

Wednesday, July 28, was an exciting day 
inatrial replete with sensational incidents. 
There were bombs, and the shelis for bombs: 
there were bomb-making machines, and 
revolvers, and rifles, and inysterious 
mechanical tools exhibited in the court-room 
that day, but the testimony itself was the 
most striking feature of the session. Already 
Lingg. the manufacturer of the deadly 
bombs, was hopelessly criminated by the 
testimony previously offered. The 28th 
was a fatal day for August Spies. 
ones L. Gilmer, placed on the stand, had 
testified to seeing Editor Spies touch a match 
to the bomb which did the fatal work on May 
4. His testimony, which was extremely de- 
tailed and convincing, ran in part as follows: 
After you went in the alley, just before the 
explosion of the bomb, how many men did 
you see get off that wagon at the rear end?’’ 
‘‘I think one or two of them came right to 
the rear wheel and jumped down on the side- 
walk. That was before I went in the alley. I 
didn’t see any get off the wagon after I went 
down in the alley.

CLOSING THE CASE FOR THE STATE. 

On Saturday morning, July 31, the court- 
room was characterized by the display of ban- 
ners, mottoes aud red and black flags taken 
from the office of the Arbeiter Zeitung on May 

The two days previous had been occupied 
by the State in strengthening the line of testi- 
mony briefly indicated above. Experts testi- 
fied to the similarity of the bombs found in 
Lingg’s room tothe pieces of shell picked up 
after the Haymarket explosion. The Chicago 
Times of July 31 says of the State's case: 

All missing links have been supplied, and 
there is not a single circumstance necessary to 
the moral and legal conviction of the anarchis- 
tie Socialists of the charges standing against 
them that has not been fully substantiated. 
At least such is the conviction of nearly all 
who have attended the trial or carefully read 
the testimony. 

At2:45 o’clock on Saturday, July 31, the 
State rested and the court said: Proceed on 
the other side.“ 
THROWING THE RESPONSIBILITY ON THE 
POLICE. 

The "counsel for the defense began by 
practically devoting Lingg and Spies to the 
gallows. After consultation Messrs, Black, 
Foster, Salomon and Zeisler, counsel for the 


defense, presented two motions to the 
Court. The first was that the 
jury be sent out with instruc- 


tions to bring in a verdict of ‘‘not guilty’’ in 
favor of Oscar Neebe, one of the prisoners, 
against whom they asserted nothing had been 

roven. Judge Gary denied the motion. 

apt. Black renewed the motion in behalf of 
all the prisoners except Spies and Lingg, but 
without avail. Attorney Moses Salomon then 
made along speech — the purpose of 
the defense. After quoting the statutes and 
referring to the Constitution, which guaran- 
tees free speech, as a justification to the Hay- 
market meeting, Mr. Salomon said that no 
twelve men or twelve hundred men could ever 
stamp out Socialism oranarchy. He would 
show thatthe police marched to the Haymarket 
meeting on the night of May 4 with the most 
devilish, the most fiendish designs, and that 
upon them rested the responsibility of the 
riot. They would prove that not one of the 
defendants had fired a shot at the Haymarket; 
that Fielden never owned a revolver, and did 
not use one on the night referred to; that 
Fischer was not present at the Haymarket 
when the bomb was exploded; that Schwab 
was at another place altogether; that Gilmer 
was a professional and constitutional Har; 
that Jansen’s testimony was manufactured; 
that Thompson was wholly mistaken. As for 
Lingg, he had a right to manufucture bombs 
and to keep dynamite on his premises, as well 
as other explosives. The crime was in using 
them, and it had not been shown that he un- 
lawfully made use of them. 

Mr. Salomon’s effort was wearisome and 
heavy and made little impression. His at- 
tempt to defend Lingg was prejudicial in its 
weakness. 

THE MAYOR HALF APOLOGIZES. 

On Monday morning, August 2, the defense 
called its first witness, Carter H. Harrison, 
Mayor of Chicago. His testimony was, to a 
certain extent, in his own defense. His re- 
marks gave the impression that the police 
were taken tothe Haymarket contrary to the 
wishes of the Mayor and without sufficient 
cause. 

He (the witness) had attended the Haymarket 
meeting and remained there until Parsons was 
about through with his speech, when he went 
to the police station and told Inspector Bon- 
feld that there was nothing in the affair to 
ustify interference. Then fe went home. 
mmediately after Bonfield marched the force 
under his command tothe scene ofthe meet- 


ing. 

The defense then called witnesses to prove 
thatthe shooting which occurred after the 
bomb exploded was dene bythe policemen 
and not by the crowd. The testimony made 
little impression. 

Evidence was then introduced to establish 
an alibifor Schwab, Fischer and that Fielden 
did not ar revolver on the wagon at 
Haymarket. It made but alight impression. 
On August 7 Fielden took the stand in his own 
behalf. He denied having or using a pistol at 
the Haymarket, but admitted being an an- 
archist since 1874. He denied knowing any- 
thing concerning the bomb thrown. Defend. 
ants Schwab and Spies testified on August 9. 
Schwab denied that he saw Spies at all on the 
night of May 4. He admitted writing the Re- 
venge““ circular, but denied having had any- 
thing to do with handling bombs that night, 
though he had threein his office that he ex- 
perimented with. A great deal of testimon 
was introduced attacking and defending Gil. 
mer’s reputation. 


On the llth inst. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Walker opened the argument by explaining 
the law and charge to the jury. 

Mr. Zeisler followed for the defense con- 
suming the session of the 12th with an attack 
on the police, whom he denounced as respon- 
sible for the occurrence of May 4. 

Mr. Foster for the defense, drew a line be- 
tween defending anarchy and defending the 
— at the bar. He denounced his client 

pies asa lover of notoriety,and a man not like- 
ly to be really engaged in a*dangerous plot, as 
he could never hold his tongue. He attacked 
Gilmer’s testimony, and said if the testimony 
was believed Fischer and Spies should die. 

To-day Oapt. Black addressed the jury. 


TO AN UNPREJUDICED OBSERVER

The trial as it stands to-day has increased, if 
possible, the public indignation against the 
prisoners. They fought against law and society 
with the most cowardly and treacherous weap- 
ons the ingenuity of man has ever devised. 
The defense has made but a poor attempt to- 
wards proving innocent eight men who, after 
a fair trial, seem to stand in most imminent 
danger of the hangman’s noose.
